LOK SABHA 

The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha cn the 16th 
August, 1961: — 

Bill No. 38 of 1961 

A Bill further to amend the Assam Municipal Act, 1956 as in force- 
in the Union territory of Manipur. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twelfth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Assam Municipal (Manipur 
Amendment) Act, 1961. 

5 (2) It shall come into force <>n such date as the Chief Commis¬ 

sioner, Manipur may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, 

2. In the Assam Municipal Act, 1956 as in force in the Union terri¬ 
tory of Manipur (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), for 
section 14, the following section shall be substituted, namely: — 

I0 T4. ( 1 ) The persons entitled to vote at elections of Commis¬ 

sioners shall be the persons registered, by virtue of the provi¬ 
sions of the Constitution and the Representation of the People 
Act, 1950, as voters at elections to the House of the People. 

(2) So much of the electoral roll for any parliamentary 
j<. constituency for the time being in force os relates to the areas 
comprised within a ward shall be deemed to he the electoral roll 
for that ward for the purposes of this Act. 

Explanation .—In sub-section (2), the expression “parlia¬ 
mentary constituency” has the meaning assigned to it under 
20 the Representation of the People Act, 1950.’. 
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3. In. section 15 of the principal Act, for clause (i), the follow¬ 
ing clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(i) is not registered as an elector in the electoral roll for 
a ward, or”. 

4. After aection 15 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

“ISA. (1) Every person whose name is, for the time being, 
entered in the electoral roll for a ward shall be entitled to vote at 
the election of a Commissioner from that ward. 

(2) In every ward an elector shall have as many votes as I0 
there are Commissioners to be elected from that ward but no 
elector shgdl at any election give more than one vote to any one 
candidate.”. 

5. In section 16 of tha principal Act,— 

(1) for the words “by an unsuccessful candidate or person I 5 
qualified to vote at the election to which such question refers, 
such person”, the words “by any candidate at such election or 
by any elector of the ward concerned, such candidate or such 
elector, as the case may be,” shall be substituted; 

(2) in the second proviso, for the word “qualified” in both 20 
the places where it occurs, the word “entitled” shall be sub¬ 
stituted, 

6. After section 26 of the principal Act, the following section 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

“26A. Notwithstanding anything in this Act or in any noti- 
fication, rule or order issued or made thereunder,— 

(a) the Commissioners of the Imphal Municipal Board 
holding office immediately before the commencement of the 
Assam Municipal (Manipur Amendment) Act, 1961 shall 
cease to hold office on and from such date as the Chief Com- 3° 
mlssioner may by notification in the Manipur Gazette 
specify; 

(b) the general election of Commissioners of that Board 
to be held for the first time after such commencement shall 
be held and completed before such date as the Chief Com- 35 
missioner may by a like notification specify.”. 

7. In section 301 of the principal Act, in sub-section (2),— 

(a) in clause (i), the words “the qualifications and disquali¬ 
fications and registration of voters," shall be omitted; 
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(b) after clause (i), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“ (ia) provide for the manner of the splitting up of 
electoral rolls for parliamentary constituencies into parts 
for the purpose of constituting one or more of such parts 
into the electoral roll for a ward, and the appointment of 
the officer or authority by whom such splitting up is to be 
carried out;”. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The recommendation of the Imphal Municipal Board for the in¬ 
troduction of adult suffrage in municipal elections in Manipur was 
approved by the Advisory Committee for Manipur in its meeting held 
on the 10th February, 1961. On examination the recommendation 
appears worth acceptance, To give effect to this recommendation, 
it is necessary to amend suitably section 14 of the Assam Municipal 
Act, 1956, as extended to Manipur. 

The term of office of the existing Commissioners of the Imphal 
Municipal Board will continue up to the 31st March, 1962. In order, 
however, to avoid simultaneous holding of municipal elections and 
the next general elections to Parliament, it is proposed to confer 
powers upon the Chief Commissioner to curtail, if necessary, the 
term of office of the existing Commissioners. 

Hence this Bill.
